DDBLIN, Dec. 22.—Itis announced here that 
Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, will 
visit Ulster in January for the purpose of 
making aseries ofaddresses tothe masses. 
It is presumed that his main efforts will be 
directed upon the city of Belfast. 

MUST STICK TO PARNELL. 

The Freeman's Journal announces to-day that 
if the Kilkenny electors return Sir John Pope 
Henpessy they will be playing the game of 
Stead and Hugh Price Hughes and ‘‘the 
crowd of Pharisees.’’ The election of Mr. 
Vincent Scully, the Journal says, is their one 
and only chance of winning home rule, and 
is the only chance for the clergy to use their 
legitimate influence. Parnell alone, accord- 
ingtothe Journal, has the strength tocon- 
trol certain events of the Irish agitation 
in which clerical control is most deeply re- 
sented. 

FORMING INDEPENDENT LEAGUES. 

At the various meetings of the Cloyne 
branches of the National League yesterday 
the priests, in accordance with the Bishop’s 
instructions, requested the peopleto form 
leagues independent of the control of the 
Dublin Executive, which, as is well known, 
warmly supports Mr. Parnell. At most of the 
meetings referred to resolutions in accord- 
ance with the Bishop’s suggecstion were 
adopted. 


Great Britain’s Satest Problem. 


*TONDON, Dec. 22.—The British Government 
hason hend an American problem besides 
that of Behring Sea. Venezuela, whose lib- 
erties Englishmen helped to win, is now be 
ing robbed of her territory by Englishmen. 
The Venezuelans object to the British en 
croachments and the British colonists who 
have been seizing their neighbors’ lands now 
call for troops to protect them in possession. 
Orders have been issued for the enrollment of 
troops in British Guiana, the present military 
force of that colony being merely a paper es- 
tablishment, anditis not improbable that 
the Venezuelans andthe colonists may come 
to blows. As the nearest imperial corps are 
at St. Lucia, England could claim irresponst!- 
bility for the acts of the colonists should 
serious trouble arise from the absorption of 
Venezuelan territory. 
THE BURKE-ROCHE DIVORCE. 

LONDON, Dec. 22.—The news that Mrs. 
Burke-Roche had obtained a divorce in 
America has created something of a sensation 
here in circles in which her husband is well 
known. Burke-Roche had in contemplation 
at one time to dispute his wife’s sult, but 
changed his mind at the instance of his 
brother, Lord Fermoy. The ex-husband Is in 
rather straightened circumstances, having 
only an income of a few hundred pounds, 
whereas, during the earlier years of his mar. 
ried life, he and his wife were in receipt of a 
liberal allowance from Mr. Work. turke- 
Roche is not an Englishman, but an Irishman 
of the ancient noble house of Fermoy 


Eyraud Takes an Appeal. 

PARIS, Dec. 22.—Eyraud has talked over the 
result of his trial with his jailor and says that 
he believes the jury would have found extenu- 
ating circumstances if it had not been for Mr. 
Roberts’ address in behalf of Mile. Bompard. 
He has appealed to the Court of Cessation. 
Bompard has been taken to St. Lazarre to re- 
main untilafter the expiration of the time 
for an appeal. 

AN INELLIGIBLE JUROR. 

Paris, Dec. 23.—La Lanterne to-day pub- 
lishes a statement to the effect that one of 
thé jurymen who tried Eyraud and Gabrielle 
Bompard was a bankrupt which, says that 
‘paper, ipso facto annuls the verdict. La 
Presse announces to-day that Gabrielle Bom. 
pard will serve herterm of twenty years im. 
prisonment in the Central Prison at Rennes. 

MENDELSSOHN, THE NIHILIST. 

PARIS, Dec. 22.—It is stated that Mendel- 
gohn, the Nihilist, has started for London, in 
which city he intends to take up his res!- 
dence. The Rappell announces in this connec- 
tion that M. Milleraud will interpellate the 
Government if the Chamber of Deputies in 
regard to Mendelsohn’s departure, it being 
intimated that the French police caused him 
to take this step. 


Hailway Employes of Scotland Strike. 
ate GLASGOW, Dec. 22.—The long-expected 
whistrike of the railway employes of Scotland,

Already the traffic of this district is 
almost completely paralyzed. The very few

A DANGEROUS COUNTERFEIT $5 COIN. 


A New Counterfeit Discovered Which Is 
Being Freely Circulated. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 22.—The Mint au- 
thorities have discovered a counterfeit $ gold 
piece, designed and executed with such re- 
markable skill that few of the experts can 


distinguish the spurious coins from the gen 
uine. It differs from the true coin only in 
size, being slightly larger in diameter. In 
order to retire the spur fous coin from circula- 
tion, the Mint officials will purchase the 
bogus coins at their face value and then 
dlestroy them. The counterfeits have an in- 
trinsic value of $4.40. 


The $ counterfeit gold piece just discovered 
by the Government at Philadelphia has been 
seen in this city, butitis not common. This 
would indicate that it has been in circulation 
atieastamonth and perhaps much longer. 
A coin of the same description 
as that found in Philadeiphia, was offered at 
the Bank of Commerce about one week ayo 
and was refused by one of theclerks whose 
experience in handling money is not very 
extensive, but at once detected it. Several 
tellers who were givena description of the 
new coin claimed not to have noticed any- 
thing like it in the usual well-known counter- 
feits which are commonly circulated. Several 
tellers when asked if they had seen it de- 
clared they had seen no gold counterfeits 
for some time and only a small amount of 
light gold. The teller at the Mechanics’ 
Bank, where a large amount of gold is 
hi indled, said there was an unusual quantity 
of talse coins in circulation and the number 
increases as the days grow darker and the use 
of gas and electricity becomes more 
general indoors. There are several good 
counterfeit coins which tradesmen accept but 
which do notreach the subtreasury through 
the banks as only a few have been offered there 
for some time. The newness of this counter- 
feit $5 coin is shown by the fact that it is not 
mentioned in the Counterfeit Detector subscribed 
for by all the banks here, which guarantees to 
buy up all counterfeits not mentioned in its 
monthly magazine or special circular letter

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SITTING BULL'S BAND. 


NEARLY ALL OF THE DEAD CHIEF’S FOL- 
LOWERS IN CUSTODY. 


Gen. Miles’ Telegram to the General of the 
Army-—Big Foot Captured—Miss Grace 
Howard on the Present Trouble—Red- 
skins Forewarned. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 22.—Maj.-Gen. 
Schofield this morning received the following 
dispatch, dated Rapid City, Dak., Dec. 22, 
from Gen. Miles: 

‘*‘I belleve all, or very nearly all, of the 
followers of Sitting Bull have been captured. 
Col. Sumner reports to-day the capture of 
Big Foot’s band of Sioux, numbering 150. He 
has been one of the most defiant and threat- 
ening. The result so far has been satis- 
factory.’’ 

Commenting on Gen. Miles’ telegram Gen. 
Schofield said he thought it would not be very 
long before all the Indians now in revolt 
would be captured and the Indian troubles, 
for the winter, at least, brought to an end, 

THE HOS8TILES SURROUNDED. 

RAPID City, 8. D., Dec. 22.—Some seventy 
Indians from the <‘heyenne Agency are on 
their way to join Short Bull and Kicking 
Bear’s people in the Bad Lands, but Gen. 
Carr expects to interceptand capture them. 
A complete cordon of troops surrounds the 
Indians in the Bad Lands and may close in on 
them now at any time. Two compagies of 
— Seventeenth Infantry reported t@CGen. 

Carr to-day and also forty-six Indian scouts, 
which increases the force to over 700, men. An 
engagement is soon expected. 

INVESTIGATING SITTING BULL’S DEATH. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 22.—Mr. Blanchard 
of Louisiana introduced in the House to-day a 
resolution roviding for the appointment 
of a committee of five members of.the 
House, and directing them to inquire into 
and investigate the killing of Sitting Bull 
and the immediate causes leading to his 
death, and whether a state of war 
existed which justified his summary 
taking off; and if not, what justif- 
cation there was, if any, for his violent 
death at the hands of the Indian 
police of the Government. The resolution 
charges the committee with the further 
duty of investigating the threatened 
Indian outbreak and the causes thereof, and 
whether neglect by the Government of 
its treaty obligations with the Indians 
or the tardy or inadequate §fulfill- 
ment of such obligations on the part 
of the Government had anything to do with 
the turbulent state of affairs existing among 
the Indians. The resolution also gives 
the committee power to ~ peer 
sub-committees and to trave to 
such points as may be necessary to 
send for persons and papers. The committee 
is directed to sit during the present session 
and after the finaladjournment of the pres- 
ent eCongress, nd to make its re- 
port by the first of December next to the Fifty- 
second Congress. The resolution appropri- 
atesa sufficient sum to pay the expenses 
of the committee. A preamble tothe resolu- 
tion says that the killing of Sitting Bull 
appears to have been accomplished under 
circumstances recognized neither by the laws 
of peace nor those of war. A similar resolu- 
tion was introduced by Mr. McAdoo of New 
Jersey. 

AFFECTED BY THE MESSIAH CRAZE. 

BISMARCK, N.D., Dec. 22.—The Indians in 
the Fort Berthold reservation have become 
affected by the Messiah craze and are indulg 
ingin ghost dances. Agent Murphy, while 
not anticipating any serious trouble, has 
asked for troops in order to be on the safe 
side. The Indians there are the Gros Ventres, 
the Arickarees and Mandans. An- 
other band of Mandans under Chief 
Crow Flies High are outside of the reserva- 
tion on the Little Missouri! and receive no as- 
sistance fromthe government. They are in- 
clined to be hostile while the Indians of the 
reservation have always been very friendly. 

A PEACEFUL SURRENDER EXPECTED. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 22.—Col. Corbin said 
yesterday he thought the Indian war about 
over. Two Strike came into the agency with 
600 men, leaving only 700 hostiles, and they 
are surrounded by Gen. Miles. ‘A peaceful 
surrender will be the result. 

AGENT M‘LAUGHLIN REPORTS, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 22.—The Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs has received from 
indian Agent McLaughlin a report, dated 
Fort Yates, Standing Kock agency, Dec. 16, of 
the fight between the Indian police and the 
followers of Sitting Bull on the 165th inst. 
Agent McLaughlin Says: 

‘*The troops left Fort Yates at midnight on 
the 14th for Grand River with Louis Primeau 
as guide and my§ Indian police, who were 
then at Grand River or en route, were in- 
structed to arrest Sitting Bull when the 
troops. were sufficiently near to afford them 
protection in case of resistance to the arrest. 
At daybreak on Monday morning, the 15th, 
the = ice went to Sitting Bull’s camp, direct 
to his house and surrounded the house; a de- 
tail was sent into the house where Sitting Bull 
was sleeping on the floor, the remainder stay- 
ing outside. They aroused himand announced 
their purpose, at the same time Te him to 
a sitting position. He at first seemed inclined 
to offer no resistance and they allowed him 
to dress, during which time he changed his 
mind and they took him forcibly from the 
house. By. this time the police were sur- 
rounded by Sitting Bull’s followers, members 
of the ghost dance, andthe first shot was 
fired by Catch-the-Bear, one of the hostiles, 
and the lieutenant of police Bull Head, was 
struck. Thefighting then became general— 
in fact, it wasa hand-to-hand fight. Sittin 
Bull was killed, shot through the body an 
head in the early part of the fight by Bull 
Head and Red Tomahawk, each of whom 
shot at him. Four policemen were 
killed outright and three others 
were wounded, one of the latter

BELIEVE IN THE MESSIAH. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., Dec. 22.—One of the young 
lady students at Haskell Institute, the Indian 
school here, has received a letter from her 
father, a Caddo chief at Anadarko, I. T., in 
which the old chief declares his belief in’ the 
coming of the Indian Messiah, as ay Ad his 
people have had interviews with the Messiah 
intheirtrances. Another letter similar in 
spirit has been received by a young Indian 
from his uncle. 

GRACE HOWARD ON THE TROUBLE. 

NEw YORK, Dec. 22.—Miss Grace Howard 
has just returned to New York from Crow 
Creek, S. D. She says that the Indian troubles 
cannot fail to be settled very soon. The prin- 
cipal obstacle in the wayof an immediate 
settlement lies in the lower white element, 
with whom is the responsibility for the whole 
disturbance to an extent not generally known 
inthe East. These people welcome troops in 
the country for the reason that it puts money 
in circulation. Miss Howard has come East 
on her annual vacation of three months. 
Her school is situated about a hundred miles 
from the hostile region, being half way be- 
tween Pine Ridge and Standing Rock. Among 
the 2,300 Indians onj the reservation, there 
was only one man who never contemplated 
joining the dance, White Ghost, the chief, 
recently wrote a very dignified letter to the 
Department, promising a continuance of the 

eaceful attitude of his tribe, and giving as 
iis opinion, ‘‘if the community, pale 
faces and Indians alike, would join in 
a prayer for rain rather than for arms, it 
would be well.’’ Miss Howard condemns the 
Government policy of cutting down rations 
without giving some equivalent in the way of 
horses, Cattle or agricultural implements. 
The crops have been so poor this year and 
times so hard throughout the entire West that 
even the white farmers have had all they 
could do to make B Mving. Among the iIn- 
dians, with their inferior advantages, the 
greatest distress prevails. The census, she 
belleves, was taken with rfect fair- 
ness. Rations were issued for 7,000, while the 
number of Indians is nearer 6, 000. But the 
rations are very Small. Less than a handful 
of coffee or sugar ts issued toeach person 

weekly. Clothes, blankets, etc., have been 
very late in coming ten ty ear. Celd weather 
has setin and the e have not received 
their winter supplies. This very poverty 
stands in the way of continued hostijities. 
The Indians may possibly establish them- 
selves in the bad landsand makea short fight, 
but long resistance is out of the question. ot 
her school and mission work Miss Howard 
has a great many interesting things to 
say. Thechildren are very bright and far 
more industrious than their white brothers 
and sisters. They are quick at their lessons 
and out of school hours almost always occu- 
pied with doll dressmaking or something of 
the kind. The boys'are good mechanics and 
hard workers. Miss'Howard has brought her 
adopted child, Mamie, to New York with her. 
Mamie isa fat, good natured, very bashful 
little girlof12. Thisisher first visit to the 
metropolis and she is seemingly much im- 
pressed. 

THE INDIANS AS FARMERS. 

The Indian is more and more civilized every 
year, astheability to shift for himself in- 
creases. Heisa pretty good farmer, as far 
as his limited opportunities allow. ‘The In- 
dian pony does not take kindly to farm work 
and better horses should be supplied by the 
Government. The women are good house- 
keepers and very devoted to church work. 
They have their sewing societies, where, it is 
safe to suppose, they talk small scandal 
as enthusiastically as in more cultured 
regions. Miss Howard’s school, at 
first a rivate mission, ts now 
an industrial institution, with an extra 
teacher supplied by the Government. Itis 
about thirteen miles from the agency and the 
only white people on the place are Miss How- 
ard and her assistant. Concerning the kill- 
ing of Sitting Bull, Miss Howard says that 
while she cannot help admiring the old war- 
rier’s bravery, his death can result in nothing 
but good. She speaks tn highest — of the 
Indian police and hopes that their families 
will be provided for by the Government.

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COMPARISON OF THEIR COMPENSATION 
WITH THAT GIVEN ELSEWHERE. 


The Movement Said to Have the Indorse- 
ment of the.Mayor—A Number of the 
Councilmen Said to Favor It—-Manicipal 
Taxation—The Bell Avenue Contro- 
versy—City Hall Matters. . 


There is a movement afoot at the City Hall 
which has the indorsement of Mayor Noonan 
and all the heads of departments. All differ- 
ences of opinion which may exist concerning 


other such trifies are laid aside in the interest 
of the gfeat and glorious movement. The 
descent upon the city treasury will be made 
with the entire force of the amalgamated 
offices. 

The plan is simple, only a raise of salary all 
around. How many raises there will be and 
how many will be asked for is only limited by 
the discretion which will be necessary to pre- 
vent the failure of the scheme. 

In justice to the city officials who are work- 
ing the scheme it must be said that many of 
them stand no chance of getting the salaries 
if they are raised. Their sentence has been 
passed, and if the Assembly in the spring sees 
fitto make increases they will not be bene- 
fited by it. The Mayor’s interest in the move 
is easily understood. All of the offices for 
which the raises will be asked are appointive, 
and on the ist of April next will be 
at the disposal of the Mayor. It will 
be so much nicer forhim tobe able to give 
his friends jobs with big salaries, and then 
the appointees too will feel that they owe 
him more. The officials have, however, all 
the arguments on their side and the compar- 
tive figures go to show thatthe St. Louis 
officials are not paid nearly so much as those 
of other cities. 

Between President Burnet of the board and 
the Mayor a statement has been made up for 
the purpose of convincing the Municipal As- 
sembly, many membersof which, however, 
are already convinced and in sympathy 
with the movement. These statements show 


the salaries of the officers in the cities who 
hold positions correspoading to the Board of 
Public Improvements here. The salaries of 
the present Board of Public Improvements 
and of their assistants are as follows:

CERS AND BROKERS’ EXCHANGE, 


Auspicious Opening of the New Organiza- 
tion—Representatives of the Leading 
St. Louis and Eastern Jobbing Houses 
Present—A Talk With President Tutt. 


The Wholesale Grocers and Brokers’ Ex- 
change was opened this morning and there 
will be a session every day hereafter between 
lland 120’clock, Until permanent quarters 
are engaged, the meetings will be held on the 
second floor of the Teasdale Dried Fruit & 
Bean Co.’s Office, Nos. 415 and 417 North 
Second street, and untila permanent organi- 
zation is affected, Edward S. Tutt will act as 
President, Will K. Roth as Secretary and 
Adolph Winkelmeyeras Treasurer. Mr. Tutt 
said this morning that about 1580 jobbing 
houses had already joined the Exchange and 
that the list of members was being increased 
every day. The temporary organization was 
effected some ten days ago and last Saturday 
it was decided at another meeting to open the 
Exchange to-day. At 11 o’clock, the hour 
announced for the opening, the only person 
on the floor was a POST-DISPATCH reporter, 
but the members soon commenced roming in 
and by 11:30the room was well filled, some 
fifty or more people having arrived.

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STOCKS IN NEW YORK WEAK aap LOW In 
PRICE. 


Unwillingness of Brokers to Allow Trad- 
ing on Margins Keeping Prices Down— 
Financial Stringency in Interior Cities 
—A Weak Opening—To-Day’s Prices. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 22.—Very much more than 
the usual holiday dullness pervades Wall 
streetand the market this morning was re- 
markably inactive. ‘The financial stringency, 
as far as New York is concerned, has been to 
a@ great measure relieved, at least forthe 
moment, and Saturday’s bank statement was 
rather more favorable than any, except the 
most sanguine, expected. 

STOCKS STILL LOW. 

The effect on stocks has, however, been less 
than was anticipated, and while more time 
money is obtainable by mercantile firms than 
was available duringthe past three weeks, 
only a small part of what is called for can be 
obtained, and firms which are not favored by 
banks are obliged to get along as best they 
can. A great deal of note shaving has been 
done on the street within the last few days at 
very high rates of interest, but in spite of the 
relief thus afforded, money Is still very tight 
in the mercantile world, and hundreds of 
merchants do not see how they 
are tomeet their January payments. This 
condition of affairs has had the effect of mak- 
ing brokers very shy of handling stocks, on 
margins, and with the exception of a very 
few securities miost firms decline to handle 
stocks on margin. Until this can be done no 
great revival in prices is looked for, as the 
Small speculators are nearly universally in- 
clined to take the bull side, and their absence 
from the start removes what isin the aggre- 
gate a very strong bull influence. 

AN UNCERTAIN FEELING. 

While the brokers are, of course, anxious to 
promote trading, scarcely any are willing to 
take the risks incident to purchasing on mar- 
gin. A disquieting feature of the situation is 
the Increasing demand for money from in- 
terior towns, notably from Chicago. Within 
the past three or four days there has 
been a continued stream of money from 
New York to that city, and the 


rate of exchange to-day indicates a very 
severe financial contingency. In Pennsyi- 
vania, especially in Philadelphia, the demand 
for money greatly exceeds the supply, and 
from many quarters New York Its being called 
upontosendcash. The unsatisfactory state 
of correspondent banks in the interior has 
prevented the retirement of clearing-house 
certificates, and until these are redeemed it 
will be impossible to convince brokers that 
there is any permanency in the financial situ- 
ation. 
CLEARING-HOUSE CERTIFICATES. 

The exact amount of certificates now out- 
Standing is not generally Known, but it is 
commonly estimated at between $12,000,000 
and $15,000,000. Thereceipts of gold from En- 
gland last week had an excellent effect upon 
the money market, but no further supply is 
looked for from this quarter, as the Bank of 
England has been steadily losing specie, and 
it is predicted that at the next meeting of the 
Board of Directors the rate of discount will 
be advanced. 

A WEAK MARKET. 

The stock market this morning continued 
to show the dullness and narrowness which 
was its distinguishing features during the 
— portion of last week, and the open- 
ng was generally at lower figures than those 
of Saturday, although considerable trregu- 
larity existed and the changes were for small 
fractions only. The trading was en- 
tirely of a holiday character, only 
Louisville & Nashville showing any 
special activity though Lake Shore, 
St. Paul, Atchison and Sugar were compara- 
tively active. The last named was specially 
strong, rising 2 per cent to 57, but was unable 
to hold all of the improvement and the regu- 
lar list after rising slight fractions was 
brought below the levelof the opening fig- 
ures. Nofeature of any kind marked the 
dealings, however. and late inthe houra 
better tone prevailed... Silver certificates 
were the weak point inthe market, dropping 
110 108%. Atillo’clock the market was dull 
and listless, but firm, generally at slight 
fractions below the ope ning prices. 

NO ADVANCE IN PRICES. 

Money was easy at 4@5 per cent. Almost 
complete stagnation marked the dealings in 
the stock market after 11 o’clock and the dull- 
ness still remained most intense. Pacific 
Mail, however, showed more life than usual 
of late and lost almost all of its recent little 
boom, declining from 3342 to 31%, and silver 
certificates further declined to 102%. The 
other changes were scarcely perceptible, and 
the market at noon was dull and stagnant, 
but generally at a shade under opening 
prices. 

FAILING FIRMS. 

The assignment of John Elliot & Son, manu- 
facturers of agricultural implements, etc., 
in London, Ontario, is announced. The lia- 
bilities embrace $35,000 due the Bank of 
Montreal and $16,000 due other creditors. 
There are considerable assets, but the losses 
will be great. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 22.—Edward W. Dryden, 
a carriage manufacturer of Chicago, made an 
assignment to-day to John C. Ender. The 
liabilities are $14,000 and the assets $13,000. 

The North German Lloyd steamer Spree 
arrived from Bremen this morning.

Itis not comic opera. Itis beneath critl- 
cism from a ligitimate operatic standpoint. 
With the exception ofa pleasing marchat 
the finale of the second actand achorus or 
two with a rythmic swing a few bars of jingle 
make upits music. Unfortunately the book 
is not so brief. There could be more enjoy- 
mentin the performance if it were, for Mr. 
Byrne has strippedthe chestnut grave for 
songs and jokes. The productionis a com- 
pound of musical farce, burlesque and 
pantomime which may be designated as 
horse opera. 

It is another case of art degeneracy in 
which the intelligent minority must stand on 
a pedestal with averted face, hands extended 
palms outand lipscurling atthe unthinking 
mob. Butas has recently been pointed out 
legitimate opera starves because the intelll- 
gent minority does not pay railroad fares and 
salaries, and horse opera flourishes because 
the mob likes It. 

While ‘‘Castles in the Air’’ is absolutely 
without justification as an operatic produc- 
tion, it is to some extent successful as an en- 
tertainment. All sorts of devices are used to 
make fun, some of which attain this object 
and some do not. There are dull places, 
here and there, and a greatdeal of unmiti- 
gated nonsense, but the large audience at 
the Grand lagghed considerably at the antics 
of the people on the stage. The truth is the 
bad material of the piece is partly re- 


deemed by the cleverness of several per- 
formers, who made fun out of nothing and 


compelled laughter. 


De Wolf Hopper is without much genuine 
humor as Filacoudre, but he is acrobatic and 
grotesque and works like a Trojan to kee 
things moving. He has a bearty, good- 
natured jolliness which makes him popular, 
and hence he succeeded in gaining the favor 
of the house. The comedian of the cast is 
Thomas Q. Seabrooke, who, as Cabalostro, 
with little material to work upon, by his dr 
humor and clever method created much 
amusement.

BOMPARD’S DEFENSE 


Hypnotists Discuss the Feature of the 
Famous French’ Trial. 


CAN A PERSON BE INFLUENCED TO 
COMMIT A CRIME? 


Dr. Funkhouser Says They Can, and Dr. 

Steinmetz Says He Is Not Prepared to 

8Give a Positive Answer—Dr. Funk- 
houser’s Experiments. 


The Eyraud-Bompard case, which was on 
trial in Paris last week, owed the interna- 
tional interest taken in it to the defense made 
by Gabrielle Bompard, who claimed that 
£yraud had her under hypnotic influence 
when the crime was committed. The fact 
that the jury in the case decided that there 
were extenuating circumstances in Gabrielle’s 
case shows that they at least considered that 
it was possible for her to have been powerless 
to resist Eyraud’s influence. 

Gabrielle Bompard and the strangler Eyraud 
murdered M. Gouffe,an under sheriff, while 
the latter was in the apartments 
of the former. The body was 
taken to an unfrequented wood and 
left there. Afteratripto America Bompard 
came back to Paris as the mistress of one 
Garanjer. Shortly afterthe discovery of the 
body by the police, the woman made a con- 
fession, alleging that she merely acted an 
automatic partinthe murder. This was the 
only defense she made, getting only twenty 
years at penal servitude, while her paramour 
received a death sentence. 

Whetheror not Gabrielle Bamford was un- 
der hypnotic influence at the time will prob- 
ably never be fully known. Two 8t.Louis phy- 
sicians, who have made a study of the hyp- 
notic art, express somewhat differem opin- 
fons as to whether or not Mme. Bompard’s 
defense could be founded on fact. 

DR. FUNKHOUSER’S IDEAS. 

Dr. Robert Funkhouser, residing at 2650 
Olive street, has for several years made a 
special study of sleep or somnambulistic 
hypnotism, using his methods often in his 


practice. The aoctor * —o~ the hypnotis- 
tic science one great and un- 
paralleled use. This gentleman has 
made numerous experiments with his knowl- 
edyve ofthe science, having achieved some 
very wonderful and bewlidering results. 

**Do you consider it possible, doctor, that 
one person can put another under the in- 
fluence so completely that the operator can 
make the patient commit a crime or immoral 
act?’’’ he was asked to- ~e & 

‘It is not only possible, but has been shown 
time and again. I have myself, in the pres- 
ence of witnesses, compelled subjects to make 
out notes to me for large amounts. I 
have had them protest that the act was 
wrong, while under the influence, but no 
sooner would they recover their normal 
selves than they would deny that they had 
ever signed the check. No matter what 
amount of persuading used the subject, 
while normal, would reiterate that he knows 
nothing of the act or circumstance. All 
memory of what was done while in the 
trance is gone. But no sooner are they re- 
placed under the influence than they 
Ny acknowledge the indebtedness.’’ 

‘*How long will a spell or trance last?’’ 

‘“*‘Thatall depends. Some people will re- 
main ina practical somnambulistic state for 
days without being operated upon. Others, 
who are not affected so deeply ,apparently will 
emerge from the tranceina very short time. 
There are stages in hypnotism, but they cannot 
be graded. Probably one day a subject cannot 
be controlled, while onthe very next he will 
succumb upon the first application. There is 
no very substantialexplanation of this state 
of affairs.’’ 

STABS THE BOFA 

‘*‘Have you ever compelled a subject to 
commit mock murder?’’ 

‘-Yes, upon several different occasions. 
Oncein particular, in company with anum- 
ber of prominent 8st. me 7: Fader ae I made 
such an experiment. hile under the influ- 
ence the lady subject tees given'a sharp knife. 
Then, in a tone of command, I told her to 
stab the man onthe sofa. She protested, and 
I again gave the command, when she 
went up slow! raised the knife 
to the proper poise, then turning her 
face away, gave a powerful stab, running 
the knife up to the hilt inthe cushion. She 
seemed tofylly realize what she had done, 
but when she was awakened all recollection 
ofthe crime had passed fromher mind.

Ican cite one case 
where alady on being instructed to holda 
conversation with me the next day in a 
stated room, did actually sit down and have 
a long sup ed conversation with me on 
various topics. She was unaware of this oc- 
currence after the trance had passed. 


BOMPARD A POSSIBLE VICTIM. 

‘*‘Can you influencea person with whom 
you do not come in actual contact?’’ 

‘*Once a person has been hypnotized they 
are predisposed toward a trance when 
operated upon the second time by the 
same person. If Bompard was under 
the inflUence of KEyraud_ she surely 
had more passion for Geranjer than the mur- 
derer, else she would not have deserted the 
former for the latter. There seems to be 
some peculiar influence at work in such cases. 
A subject may be revived without the pres. 
ence of the original operator, but this must 
be done by the use of some counter. ‘passion 
that overpowers the original influence.’ 

‘*Why could not Eyraud,on thathy pothesis, 
re-hypnotize Bompard in the court room?’ 

‘*In the first place, there is a possibility 
that she has never been subjected to the 
hynotic influence by Eyraud, and again she 
may so avoid him that it ts im possible to get 
results. To hynotize perfectly the proposed 
subject must be in perfect accord with the 
operator, pienouge have successfully put 
people to sleep who were using every energy 
to preventit, Yes, lcan say positively that 
it is possible that Gabrielle Bompard was un- 
der the control of Eyraud at thetime of the 
sommission of the crime) and yet be free from 
his influence at the present time.’ 

The doctor further stated that the case was 
@ most peculiar and interesting one, and that 
he wished the President of the Court had 
allowed the hy } experts to experiment 
upon Bompar He thought the results 
would have put the question tye tically at 
rest, asa feigner cana ways be detected. 

DR. VON STEINMETZ’S VIEWS.

POSSIBLE, BUT HARDLY PROBABLE. 

‘*Do you consider it probable that Bompard 
was under Ry PROLETO influence during the 
commission of the crime?’’ 

‘*It is possible, but bardly probable. While 
I have not made many very extended ex- 
periments in this line, I am not fully con- 
vinced that sucha thing is possible. It is an 
easy matter to make a natient passive and to 
acertain degree submissive, but whether or 
not they can be impelled to the com- 
mission of a crime I do not know. I have 
read of such cases, but have never been satis- 
fled that a person ‘who isnot in an already 
submissive state, by love or relationship, can 
be compelled to commit a crime agains their 
nature. I givethis as my opinion. and not 
as a fact derived from actual observance. I 
can only repeat that I believe such a thing 
possible, but hardly probable.’’ 

Another feature of the famous trial, which 
attracted much attention, was the system 
under which trials were conducted in France. 
It is so opposite to the method tin this country 
that it caused wide-spread comment. The 
SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH gave some very in- 
teresting factson French jurisprudence yes- 
terday, and further information to-day from 
the French Consul, M. Louls Segunot, will be 
found interesting. 

A TALK WITH CONSUL SEGUNOT. 

M. Louis Segunot, the consular representa- 
tive of France in St. Louis, thinks the French 
system of conducting court proceedings the 
best in the world. M. Segunot 5 udied 
law four ears in Paris and 
vated at he Paris University, 
afterward practiced for ten 
in the courts of Burgund ‘*In the first 
place,’’ said he, ‘‘a lawyer in France must be 
thoroughly grounded in the know ledge of the 
law. lhadtostudy Roman lawa whole year 
first and then the Napoleon code, now called 
the civil code, for three years, making four 
full years ‘before getting my diploma. 
The judges of courts in France are nearly all 
men pastthe middle age of life and men 
who have risen from the ranks by gradual 
promotion—civil service appointments based 
on faithful service and thorough ex- 
aminations. A judge there must 
have served as prosecuting attorney 
of the court before his appoint- 
mentas judgeand as Assisting Prosecuting 

Attorney before that. He must serve as As- 
sociate Judge before being made eon" 
justice or President of the Court, and I don’ 


Premember of having seen even an Associate 


Judge under 40or45 years of age. The jary 
there is composed,as here, of twelve men, 
but they are men of property and of standing 
inthe community, and of education and in- 
telligence. 

JURORS MUST SERVE. 

‘‘The best men chosen for a jury are not 
excused by the courtand the least desirable 
ones retained. A man cannot escape jury 
duty in France on account of his business in- 
terests or his political influence on such 
trivial excuse. He must be either too sick to 
serve or his presence at home must be re- 
—e by death or severe sickness in the 

amily, or some other equally’ valid 
reason must be given. The twelve men 
are selected from a panel chosen 
by lot from a still larger number of solid citi- 
zens, the selections being made something 
like your grand juries are. It is not necessary 
in order to find a verdict that all twelve 
jurors should agree to it,as here, a bare 
majority being sufficient. And, too, both 
sides have the right of appeal in criminal 
as well as civil cases—the State as 
well as the defendant. If any 
ruling of the lower court is reversed and the 
case remanded for trirl, the new trial does 
not take place in that court, but In some 
other one, the same as where a change of 
venue Is granted in America before the first 
trial. The jury does not fix the punishment, 
but only says whether the defendant 
is guilty or not guilty, leaving the 

unishment to be fixed by the court. A 

ury may return a verdict anec circonstances 
attenuantes, which corresponds somewhat 
to the American jury’s verdict of guilty with 
a recommendation of mercy to the court on 
behalf of the prisoner. The maximum pun- 
ishment is not given by the court if the jury 
has found mitigating circumstances. The 
prisoner and witnesses are examined 
and cross-examined by the 
dent of the court instead 
the attorneys and as the subject is to find out 
the truth, witnesses are not cross questioned 
for the purpose of confusing themand draw- 
ing from them contradictory § statements, 
merely that the truthful px wtion of their tes- 


+timony may have noweight with the jury. 


The judge may say tothe witness: ‘You say 
soandsoand now you saysoandso. How 
is that? and the witness may get confused 
himself, but what I mean isthat the court 
will not tangle up a witness merely to defeat 
justice and acquit the prisoner as is some- 
times done where the cross-examining is con- 
ducted by the attorney for the other side. 
MUST CRIMINATE THEMSELVES. 

‘*Witnessesin French courts are not ex- 
cused from testifying on the ground 
that their testimony would  criminate 
themselves. The only excuse accepted 
there is that of professional confi- 
dence. An attorney is not required to 
disclose his client’s secrets entrusted to bim, 
nor a physician his patient’s nor a clergyman 
the confessions of a parishioner but these are 
about the only exceptions. All testimony is 
taken under oath, except that given by the 
defendants, and it is optional with them to 
answer questions or not.’’ 

‘*Yes, two witnesses may be examined at 
the same time and they may question each 
otherifin the court’s judgment the truth 
can be arrived at more_ satisfactorily 
that way, the . court. Deing allowed 
a zreat deal of latitude in such matters. Each 
of the judges wears ared gown and a red cap 
a broad strip of white ermine emblematic of 
purity running around the bottom of the cap, 
and the attorneys wear black gowns and 
caps. The gendarmes and other officers of 
the court are in uniform, Dut the defendant, 
witnesses and jurors have no special cos- 
tume, each appearing in clothesof his own 
selection. 

ADDRESSING THE JURY. 

‘*After the testimonyis allinthe attorneys 
commence their addresses tothe jury. First, 
the prosecuting attorney reviews the case 
and the testimony given on both sides with- 
out argument or recommendation. The prin- 
cipal address for the prisoner is then made 
by his attorney, and the prosecuting attor- 
ney replies in a speech perhaps equally as 
long. The prisoner’s attorney is a lowed a 
few minutes in whichto reply to the prose- 
cuting attorney, and the latter then closes 
the legal arguipent with a short speech.’’

I firmly believe that Mr. Byrne will do the 
right thing by his old rivals. He and Mr. 
Goodwin will get together again as soon as 
the latter returns.’’ 

The shareholders of the old New York Club 
will have one-half of the capital stock of the 
new company, or $125,000 to divide among 
them. It will, therefore, be no hardship for 
the directors to give the ‘Play er stockholders 
share forshare. The shares will,of course, bear 
the same face value,but there is quite a differ 
ence between a $100 share in a company cap- 
italized at $40,000 and a share of similar de- 
nomination in a $250,000 organization. It Is 
understood the Players will not be ‘‘frozen 
out.*’ 

It is reported that all the employes of the 
Rrooklyns (limited) have been paid except 
John M. Ward and his brother Charles, the 
business manger. The sum said to be due 
these men, who probably worked oom agg 
than any other forthe success of the club, 
about $4,000. This does not include John M 
Ward’s stock. 

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

Joe Pritchard, the St. Louts correspondent 
of the Sporting Life, in his last letter says: 
Had the season of 1890 been a winner, instead 
of a loser, vast improvements would have 
been made at Sportsman’s Park pricr to the 
opening of the season of 1591. A _ Drick wall 
was to have been built around the park, a 
new grand stand and an attractive club- 
house were to be erected, and last, but 
least, a summer theater, second to none in 
town, was to have been added. The Board of 
Directors of the Spo rtsman’s.Park Associa- 
tion, after mature deliberation, decided to re- 
paint the present buildings and grand-stand, 
and postpone the contemplated improve- 
ments till the fall of ’91 and epee of 92.

CALIFORNIA HORSES. 

Charles Dudley Warner, in Harper's Magazine 
for December, says: ‘‘In reading the ac- 
counts of early days in California I am struck 
with the endurance of hardship, exposure 


and wounds by the natives ana the adventur- 


ers, the rancheros, horsemen, herdsmen, the 
descendants of soldiers, and the Indians, 
their insensibility to fatigue and their agility 
and strength. Thisisascribedto the climate; 
and what is true of the man is true of 
the native horse. His "| rival in 
strength, endurance, speed and intelligence 
is the Arabian. It was long supposed that 
this was racial,and that but for the smallness 
of the size of the native horse crossing with it 
would improve the breed of the Eastern and 
Kentucky racers. But there was reluctance 


with his diminutive brother. The importa- 
tionand breeding of thoroughbreds on this 

“oast has led to the discovery that the desira- 
ble qualities of the California horse were not 
racial, but climatic. The Eastern horse has 
been ‘found to improve in size, compact- 
ness of muscle, in strength of limb, in 
wind, with a marked increase in 

ower ofendurance. The traveler here no- 
ices the fine horses and their excellent con- 
dition, and the power and endurance of those 
that have considerable age. The records 
made on Eastern race courses by horses from 
California breeding farms have already at- 
tracted attention. Itis also remarked that 
the Eastern horse is usually improved by a 
sojourn of a season or twoonthis coast, and 
the plan of bringing Eastern race horses here 
for the winter is already adopted.’

EXAMINATIONS FOR ARMY PROMOTIONS.
